Cash with order. We ship by Prepaid Parcel Post on 
all orders of $5.00 or more to any point in the United 
States. On orders of less than $5.00, please include 75¢ 
to cover cost of postage, packing and handling. 


In the event that the rumored. increase of one third 
in postal rates becomes effective, we will be unable to 
absorb this additional expense as we are already handling 
these plants at a minimum of profit. If this should come 
about, we will have to ask $1.00 on orders of less than 
#5.00 and an additional 5% of the total cost of the 
plants on all other orders. 


though we send shipments Parcel Post, we have 
found that the Special Delivery service of the U.S. Mails 
is a better method for live plants and we strongly recom- 
mend it. If you wish this service, please add 45¢ to 
your order, or, in the case of increased special delivery 
rates, the Sienna of this. 


Air Mail is, of course, the most satisfactory method 
but it is expensive, usually 80¢ per pound and a two 
pound package would be a minimum shipment. Please esti- 
mate the amount of the air mail postage and add to your 
order. Up to three plants usually weigh 2 ipsa. a bor 15 
plants - 2 to 10 lbs.; and over 15 plants over 10 lbs. 


We will ship by prepaid Raiiway Express on orders 
over $20. This is a more satisfactory method of shipping 
than parcel post. Packages are handled more carefully 
than in the mails and any claim for goods damaged in 
shipment are taken care of. If you want smaller orders 
of plants delivered by Railway Express, please tell us 
and we will send them Express Collect. 


We want you to receive your shipment in the best of 
condition, and we take all possible precautions to ship 
healthy plants packed in such a way as to avoid any 
damage in transit. We have had so many customers tell us 
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how perfect the plants look on arrival, that we are 
satisfied that our method of packing is hard to improve 
upen. We feel that our responsibility is ended when we 
deliver your package to the carrier. But, as mistakes 
can happen, if on arrival your plants seem damaged be- 
cause you believe there was some mistake made in packing 
(not damage due to mishandling or delay by the carrier) 
write us full details and we will be glad to make proper 
adjustment if we feel the fault was ours.

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PHILODENDRON, etc. 


The following are choice tropical plants, mostly 
vines, which are grown for their interesting foliage. 
They are not very particular as to the kind of soil they 
like, but a loose, well-aerated soil is the best. These 
plants hold up quite a long time even if placed some dis- 
tance from the source of light. 


Philodendron andreanum - This striking rarity has long 
satiny leaves that are dark olive green. The finest 
of the genus, leaves grow to 30" long. Small plant

A family of interesting flowering and foliage shade 
plants, most of them need frequent watering and regular 
fertilizing. 


APHELANDRA 


The aphelandras have fine foliage and very showy 
four-sided terminal spikes of flowers, mostly with bril- 
liant red or yellow bracts. They are a little difficult 
to ship as they have a very brittle connection between 
the leaf and stem. Please do not order them unless you 
are willing to take a chance on having some of the leaves 
broken in transit. It seems this is likely to happen, 
even though we take every precaution in handling and pack- 
ing them. : 


Aphelandra aurantiaca Roezlii - Leaves PRRs tae green. 
Flowers brilliant orange scarlet. Med. Pl. $2.50 
Aphelandra fascinator ~ Leaves small, green splotched with 
white. Flowers bright yellow. Sm. Pl. $1.00 

Aphelandra fascinator - Leaves velvety dark green, 
beautifully marked with silvery white along midrib 
and main veins, purplish beneath. Flowers scarlet. 
Medium plant $2.50 

Aphelandra squarrosa var. Leopoldii - Larger growing plant 
than the others. Large bright green shiny leaves 
with many white veins. The waxy yellow bracted spike 
is square and lasts many weeks. Medium plant $5.00 

Crossandra Sear eee - One of the best plants for 
blooming in semi-shade, spikes of orange salmon .

Fittconia argyroneura - Attractive dwarf grower with green 
leaves beautifully netted with white veins.

Ruellia macrantha - The beauty of this plant is in its 
terminal clusters of large (24") bright rose flowers 
lined with deeper color in throat. Medium pl. $1.50 
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COMMELINACEAE - THE TRADESCANTIA FAMILY 


Dichorisandra thyrsiflora — An erect plant with a rosette 
of fleshy pointed leaves at the top of a short stem. 
Flowers a rich blue. Small plant 75¢ 

Dichorisandra warscewiczii. - Eventually makes a very 
large, erect plant with a wonderful long lasting 
display of blue flowers. Leaves prettily striped 
with silver when young. Small plant 75¢ 


Geogenanthes species - A small erect clustering plant. 
The almost round leaves grow in whorls at top of 
short stems. The leaves resemble dark green nylon 
seersucker. Medium plant $2.50 


Tradescantia regina - The young stage of this plant has 
wider silver stripes on the leaves than the above. 
Makes a very attractive erect growing pot plant.

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Piperaceae - THE PEPPER FAMILY 


PEPEROMTIA 
These. are mostly-small plants. The larger growing 
types will grow well in any garden soil, but the smaller 
ones prefer a gravelly peat mixture, or even better, 
osmunda like orchids. They like moisture but cannot bear 
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to be in soil that becomes waterlogged. Some small vari- 
eties come in handy to cover the pots of tall plants and 
most of the trailing kinds are beautiful in hanging 
baskets, 


Peperomia fosteriana ~- a stiff trailing plant with striped 
leaves somewhat like the watermelon peperomia but 
much smaller and pointed. Medium plant 75¢ 

Peperomia galiodes (P. minima) - A miniature, bushy plant 
densely covered with tiny green leaves red under- 
neath, with red stems.. Small plant 50¢ 

Peperomia incana - Erect grower with downy, gray leaves. 
Small plant 75¢ 

Peperomia quadrangularis - Has pairs of penny-size striped 
leaves on thread—-like trailing stems. Sm. pl. 75¢ 

Peperomia rotundifolia -— Small rounded glossy leaves, red 
stems. Medium plant 50¢ 

Peperomia sandersii -— "Watermelon Peperomia" - Round flat 
leaves with silver stripes. Small plant 50¢ 

Peperomia scandes - Strong vining type with pointed, 
heart-shaped leaves. Small plant 50¢ © 

Peperomia species - "Red-veined Peperomia" - Thick dark 
green oval leaves with red veins underneath and red 
stems.

BERTOLONIA AND SONERILLA 


Bertolonias and Sonerillas are very delicate and 
choice miniature plants for the experienced grower. 
These plants are smail and we will not take any re- 
sponsibility whatsoever in guaranteeing safe arrival, 
or survival under your growing conditions. They are 
little jewels of the plant world and, although we do 
not experience any great difficulty in growing then, 
they are slow and considered difficult by many people, 
and are quite poes to fungus troubles under adverse 
conditions. 


Bertolonia marmorata - Leaves olive green with broad 
silvery white longitudinal bands. Pink flowers. 
fedium plant $2.50 


Sonerilla margaretaceae var. Mme. Baxtaele - Leaves 
smooth, densely covered with small pearl spots. 
Pink flowers. Medium plant $2.50 


Medinilla magnifica - Large arching leaves in opposite 
pairs. Waxy pink flowers with showy pink bracts in 
panicles cascading to one foot. To quote Bailey's 
Cyclopedia of Horticulture "Medinilla magnifica is 
one of the most gorgeous tropical plants in culti- 
vation."

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ZINGIBERACEAE — THE GINGER FAMILY 


The plants listed all require a moist shady place. 
They are of easy culture in ordinary garden soil with 
leafmold or old manure added. | 


Alpinia Sanderae - Plants develop many stems from the 
' ground. Leaves two-ranked, appearing full length 
of stem, very brightly variegated with white.

Costus melacaulis - Whorl of dark green oval hairy 
leaves on short stems. Medium plant $1.50 

Costus sanguineus - One of the "Spiral Gingers" 
Leaves’ a rich, velvety dark green with shiny midrib 
on.top, stem and under side of leaf shiny red.

Kaempfera roscoeana - The two opposite, beautifully 
marked iridescent leaves of this plant are stemless 
and open out flat.

Heliconia psitticorum - A dwarf, mature at three foot, 
but flowering as smaller plants. Suckers freely and 
makes a nice pot of growth soon, each stem of which 
flowers as it matures with a bright orange-red 
flower.

Heliconia metallica - A short growing Heliconia with 
lovely foliage, dark velvety above with silver mid— 
rib, lilac beneath. Small plant $3.50 


Musa velutina - A dwarf banana with upright pink flowers 
and velvety pink fruits.
